UR Eyes are now all fix’d upon 
one Objed, it would be Nonfenfe to 
talk of any thing elfe for {ome time 

in publick News, than the Siege of Thoulon 

—The Wagers rug high upon it already, 

and every body talks of this, as the moft 

Famous Undertaking of the prefent Age, 

and indeed it is no lefs. 

They fay as Encouragement to this En- 
terprize, that never any thing of fuch Con- 
fequence was attempted with more promi- 
fing Circumftances 5 fuch as the Amufing 
the Marfhal De Teffe, with faints on the fide 
of Sufa, and the Valley of. Aou/t, and keep- 
ing, bim employ’d on that fide with the Grofs 
otf the French Troops, till the Confederate 
Fleet arriv’d on the Coaft, and all things 
were in a Difpofition for immediate A&ion— 
Then the bappy Arrival of that Fleet, fo 
punétually, and fo opportunely to affift in 


tranfporting the Cannon, Ammunition, and 
Materials for the Siege, and the like. 

If I may take the Accaunt from thofe who 
have been at 7houlon, the greateft Difficulty 
lies in paffing the Inacceflible Mountains on 
the Entragce into Provence, that when they 
come near to Thoulon, there is a Plain be- 
fore the City, in which a Camp may very 
well lye, and a RegularSiege be begun ;and. 
fince that is remov’d by the Troops coming 
by Sea, the Difficulty of taking the Town 
will not be fo much, as perhaps may be 
appreheaded. 

I muft confefs, I make no doubt but the 
Siege will be a Work of Difficulty, and that 
the French will do, what Men can do for its 
prefervation 3 the Confequence of the Lofs 
being of the laft Import to them 4 and 
really what Booty lyes here to be taken, 15 
enough to amaze any Body at the Suggefti-

oft = I will not voucheven the probability 
of what fome alferc, that the Magazine of 
Naval Stores, Arms, and Artillery here, is 
the Greateft in the World 4 thac here are 
Stores, fuch as Sails, Anchors, Cuables, 
Mafts, and Rigging for the Fleet, enough 
for 100 Men of War; that here are ga 
of the biggeft Ships the King of France hat, 
whereof j3 are thtee Deck’d Ships; that 
here are above 20000 Barrels of Gunpow- 
der, 10000 pieces of Cannon, moft of them 
-Brafs 3 Arms for 30000 Men, and all forts of 
Proyifions fur Sea and Land Service to a 
prodigious quantity ; this being the great 
Store-Houfe of his Fleet, aad thé great Ma. 
gazine both for Land and Sea Service, which 
the King of France has; being appointed for 
the Supply of Aaly, Nuples, and Spain. 

Indeed thefe are Great Things, and 
which feem to be rather ficto calk of than 
to be believ’d , but without queftion, it is 
a Place of the laft Importance to the King 
of France; and unlefs the French Court are 
le(s prudeng then in like or lefs Cafes they 
are alwavs Kourd ta be, they will not ealily 
lofe this Place of Jmportance, end by this I 
mean, they will not if poffidle fuffer it to 
be befieg’d 3 for | muft own, if ic be but 
once befieg’d, if the Germans came once to 
break Ground before ir, I fhall look upon 
itas loft ; for fuch isthe Arcof War oflate, 
and fo much improv’d, that no Town is 
Impratticable , no Place to ftrong, but it 
may be Ravifh'd by force out of the Hands 
of thofe that defend ir. 

J tha aot tneretore fuppofe, the French 
wil leavé any thing unattempted for its De- 
fence, and for defesding the Paffes in the 
Mouatains, before they come to it.cr tha 
‘Shore, from a Defcent 3 and therefore it-you 
do not hear of the /mperiuli/ts. fa foon zet- 
ting before it, as in other Cafes, you mutt 
not think hard ; fince { am perfwaded, thac 
tobe before the Town, and‘to take che 
Town are in this Sence much the fame thing $ 
I fay only in my Opinion ; I kaow there ane 
various Circumftances which may rendex an 
Undercaking Abortive ; but I. donor take 
the Town of Tolun to be equally trong 
wich the other Cities of the World of like 
Importance, linean by Land—By Sea iz ha: 
all che Advantages of S.iuation, whicha Port 
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of the laft Confequence can defire, and to. 
gether with that has all the additional helps 
of Fortifications, Batteries, Sc. which Art 
can contrive, or Nature affift ins and theres 
fore the Attempt does not (eem fo probable 
to be made by Sea. 

But by Land it has been out of all man- 
ner of apprchenlion of fuch a Storm as now 
threatens it, and no Man in the World 
could have imagin’d it Praéticable, and 
therefore tho’ the Works to che Town are 
very regular, ex, and formidable enough, 
yet neither nas Situation, oor the help of 
Artgiven it proportion’d Advantages, and 
thercture you find the Defence on that fide, 
wiil not be like that of Veeme, or Lindau, 
of Namure, and | am mifleken if ic holds 
out above 25 f0 30 Days or open Trenches. 

Iknow there are ftill other Works to be 
taken, before the Fleet, Stores, and Maga- 
zives can fall into our Hands 3 and the Fors 
Royal, behind which now the Skips are laid 
up, is a regular and beautifal Werk, and 
requires another Sicge to reduce it=~ But 
fill it mak fall into ics Enemies Hands, Hf 
Relief by Sea be not procur’d, which feems 
Impra€ticable. 

Tam therefore not at all doubting, unufu- 
aland unexpe@ed Actidents, which no dody 
at this Diftance cam Account for, excepted, 
but thatif ene Jmperid Army fets dowa be- 
fore Thoulon, they will carry it, take the 
Town, the Forts, the Fleet, the Magazines, 
and all the vaft Scores laid up there, by fo 
preat and fo plentiful_a Provider as the 
Kanne Frances 

If any Man asks me what the Booty taken 
there nay ve like, o¢ how to defcribe it, let 
hin but look a Home, aud fuppofe a French 
Army Landed inthe Mle of Shepey in Kenty 
and Belieging Sheernefs Fit, and a Squadron 
blocking up the Mouth of che River Meds 
ray; and upon Taking this, luppofe all the 
Etcetera’sof the Navy, which in « Winter, 
vben the Fleer is laid up are to be found at 
Chatham Yards,where will be fouad the Gun« 
Yard, the Rope Walks, the vaft Stare Hous 
fes for the Ships, the Magazines, the Ships 
alfo in the River, and all the Materials for 
Building, &e. then imagine the Tower of 
Londan, and all the Etcesera’s of the Orde 
nance-Omce to be there with it; and all 
' this 
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this to falt into the Enemies Hand; then mul- 
tiply chis in @ ‘reafonable manner, ‘and 
reckon what's chere to ‘be, the Ships only 
excepted, about three times ‘as much, and 
you may perhaps have {ome probable guel 
at what isa doing there. 

Upon thefe Confiderations, ie need--ne 
more bea wonder, thatthe Byes of all Eu- 
ropeare Bpon this one, Ain, that-even the 
Duke of Marlborough, andallthe ref ot the 
Confederate Forces in the World, are asit 
were content to ftand ffill, and be Spetta- 
tors of the Wer, tofee the lffue of fo Great 
ao Underizking.
